The hawk 
bids fair to get a lot of 
people in the rural districts of Penn­ 
sylvania into 
trouble. 
According to 
Dr. Joseph Kalbfus, the secretary of 
the State Game Commission, 
people 
have been shooting a i hawks regard­ 
less of species arid 
claiming bounties 
on every hawk they 
bring before 
a 
justice. 
Dr. Kulbfu.' is preparing a bulletin 
on the subject of hawks which will in­ 
clude colored illustrations so that peo­ 
ple may identify the birds and not get 
into the clutches of the law when they 
think they are olieying it. 
"There are 
thirteen 
species 
of 
hawks iii Pennsylvania and 
the 
law 
protects eight of them. The eight are 
as much protected 
as a wild turkey, 
hut there is no protection for the gos­ 
hawk, sharp-shinned 
hawk, 
cooper’s 
hawk, pigeon hawk and 
duck hawk", 
said the doctor. "The law has placed 
a bounty on 
the 
goshawk and 
the 
sharp-shinned fellow, hut it provides 
that any person who tries to collect a 
bounty on a bird or animal on which 
there is no bounty, and ihose who aid 
in so doing, will he liable 
to a 
stiff 
fine. 
"I have had hawks of all 
varieties 
brought into 
my 
office 
and 
people 
have tried to argue with 
me that tin* 
law allows shooting of every kind of 
hawk. Some of the people 
who 
have 
been shooting hawks 
without regard 
to variety will get arrested. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, there is no bird more bene­ 
ficial to the 
farm er 
than 
the 
red­ 
shouldered hawk. 
Ile and his family 
live on caterpillars and 
pick many a 
tree clean of them. 
There are a few 
hawks which are a nuisance and which 
the law allows killing and even pays a 
bounty for, but the 
popular idea a p ­ 
pears to Lh* that every hawk
